There is 
much in it which will furnish food for 
thought, much that will bear careful 
consideration. We have no private in- 
terests to foster. no pet hobbies to ride 
and we know no politics in the conduct 
of a business paper because business in- 
terests are superior to all party interests. 
We do believe that business men should 
study advertising, not any one branch of 
it, not with a view of becoming expert 
in any particular line but simply and 
solely as business men with a view to- 
ward the betterment of business, to the 
improvement of the commercial interests 
of the community, for on good business 
is dependent all progress and develop- 
ment. By business, we mean not mere 
strife for profit, but the active work of 
the world at large, including every call- 
ing, profession and industry that tends 
to better the condition of mankind.

The business man, no matter what he 
sells, knows too much about his business 
to properly advertise it. He is handi- 
capped wtth technical points, sees the 
inside of what he manufactures or sells, 
knows everything about his business and 
his goods. so that when he writes about 
the goods he writes as an expert, asa 
technical man, filled with the abundance 
of information, which he understands, 
and which his clerks and those in the 
same business with him understand He 
over-writes, because he attempts to tell 
people all he knows about the business. 
The buyerfeares very little about the man- 
ufacture of anything. The buyer wants 
to know what the thing is good for and 
what he can buy it for.—N. C. Fowler. 


ENTERPRISE? 

They call it enterprise. This mad en- 
deavor on the part of the newspapers 
and magazines to decrease the price of 
their publication to the very last notch, 
the extreme minimum at which it is pos- 
sible to sell and still live. The reader 
gets their product far below cost, and 
and like every one who gets something 
for nothing, utterly fails to appreciate it.

One followed an- 
other until the cheap prices became epi- 
demic and three quarters of the shows 
came down to a ten cent basis. Of course 
there was wi'd excitement, surging 
throngs and immense attendance, but 
the profits were nil. It was impossible 
to even obtain sufficient funds to keep 
the repairs up and those organizations 


Some of the funniest adverti ements 
are those of printers. I don’t believe 
that one printer in a hundred knows how 
to advertise his own business Most 
printers try to impress their patrons with 
the idea that good prifiting is an essen- 
tial part of any successful business. At 
the same time, their own ads and their 
own printing serve as horrible examples 
of how it ought not to be done. 

I have before me an ad from a paper 
published in Letts, Ia. It occupies about 
eight inches double, and contains no less 
than six different faces of type. There

ment or job ought not to contain more 
than two different faces of type, or, a 
the outside, three. An advertisement or 
a piece of printed matter ought not to 
contain more than two or three display 
lines. There are occasional exceptions 
to this rule, but they are few and far 
between. If you try toemphasize every- 
thing you say, you will put everything o1 
a dead level, and nothing will be con- 
spicnous., If you have ten lines in an ad 
and display all of them, you might as 
well have displayed none. If you will 
pick out one line and make it ten times 
as big as any other line you will have 
something with which to catch atten- 
tion.—Charles Austin Bates in Printers 
Ink.

study of instructive publicity is nothing more 
than thinking out what a class or majority of 
people would do under conditions that you 
would frame to stamp in their memory some 
breathing example to coax them into buying. 
Iam not an advocate of billing walls and fences 
with whole newspapers. 

Little said, well done, a downy bed, lots of “mon.” 

Very often the little ad needs a picture, and in 
choosing the picture greater care should be ob- 
served than in building the words. I think the 
picture should carry out the exact meaning of 
the words in every case; as far as these two 
points go they are the same, but here is where 
the greater care should be taken—the selection 
of a suitable figure, a captivating and convincing 
one—full of skill. There isa lot of advertising 
that goes in the newspapers, and on signs for 
that matter, that is nothing else but sheer force 
(a scientific driving wheel) in them that makes 
the people buy the article. This kind may be 
likened to the popular name that sometimes 
elects presidents. They have, so far, surpassed 
human intelligence. A student of advertising 
often notices queer suggestions in the long cata- 
gory of things said to influence the public. I 
once noticed one particularly interesting phase 
of publicity while passing along a back street 


Some advertisers are in the habit of writing to 
the postmasters in the different towns to name 
some one who will dotheir distributing. (cheap 
I presume.) Well they get it. Some clerk sends 
in his name as a distributor, he hires a couple of 
boys at 25 cents per day each, the paper is scat- 
tered ten and twenty ina place—over the fence— 
and the advertiser is having his work done 
cheap and good. These are facts for H. H. War- 
ner & Co., had there work done here in about 
this style. I wrote them stating the facts, and 
the answer was my name was overlooked, Ben- 
son’s Plaster pamphlets were treated about the 
same way a few montes ago by the post office 
clerk distributor. Another mistake advertisers 
make is sending their advertising matter to their 
local agents to be put out, eight times out of ten 
the work is shelved or used to start the furnace 
with. I called ona hardware dealer last week 
to see if he had any advertising matter to put 
out. He says advertise. Iam doing more busi- 
ness now than I can attend to. I told him he 
lucky, and I wish I could say the same. Then he 
showed me a stack of parafine coated cards, ad- 
vertising a certain stove, saying he would have 
the fun of tacking them up himself someday. I 
wonder who will have the most fun out of it, he 
tacking ’em up, or pulling ’em down. Adver- 
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DOES IT PAY? 


Not the number of papers disposed of, but the 
number bought to read, is the thing that concerns 
the advertiser. Guessing contest coupons and 
cyclopedia checks may inflate by thousands the 
temporary sale of a newspaper, but the adver- 
tiser, who pays increased rates therefor, is, to 
speak plainly, a victim of bunco. The waste 
basket is always a gainer, and the man who 
wins the prize, perhaps; 4u/ im no case the adver- 
tiser.—Newspaperdom.

Ir seems that we are beginning to be 
considered seriously. There has been 
quite a respectable hue and cry raised 
over our last issue. It’s a source of satis- 
faction to be taken seriously, especially 
when you are very much in earnest, and 
we are very, very much in earnest. But 
for all that we fail to see why there 
should be so mu_h bitterness and rancor, 
so much violent exception and turbulant 
remonstrance. Surely if we are wrong 
in our estimate of the value of space in 
newpapers and periodicals of so-called 
general circulation the fact can be estab- 
lished without recourse to billingsga e. 
Then, too, we did not state that space in 
the publications mentioned was ‘‘utterly 
without value.” We do not assume to 
“know it all,’ and we did not refer to 
“fone half of the press as thieves, and 
the other half as mendicants’ We 
are much inclined to believe that the hot 
headed young men, who have hurled iu- 
vective at us with such reckless abandon, 
must have obtained their information re- 
garding our attitude at secon l-hand. It 
is a favorite praciice of some papers to 
quote us iu a garbled and misleading 
manner 

a*e 

Wuat we did say and what we intend- 
ed to go on saying 1s that many papers 
lie about their circulation. Further- 
more, we believe that fully one half of 
those who indulge in the practice do it 
knowingly and wittingly. We also ob- 
served that the practice of reducing the 
cost to the subscribers and saddling the 
burden thus created upon the adver- 
tiser had been carried to such extreme 
lengths of late that there was scarcely a 
cheap priced publication left in which 
the advertiser could use space with profit. 
We meant what we said, too. With us 
these are honest convictions and we in- 
tend to stand by them. It may be good 
poiicy to force subscriptions upon readers 
who do not want them. It miay also be 
wise to sell a paper that costs two cents 
to produce for one cent, but it certainly 
is very toolish on the part of the adver- 
tiser to render it possible. 


* 
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In the first place the reader who has 
to be induced to buy a paper by offers of 
half cost does not want a paper, and 


after he buys it values it but slightly. 
For the most part, as we observed in a 
former issue, they are bought merely to 
be glanced at and thrown away. In con- 
sequence, the advertiser, who has paid 
twice, and sometimes treble, what the 
space is worth in order that the sub- 
scriber may receive double what he pays 
for, really does not secure the service he 
would obtain from the same space in a 
journal conducted on legitimate lines. 
We trust we have made ourselves clear, 
but for fear we have not, we will deal 
with the matter more fully in future 
issues. At present we are collecting 
data in the shape of incontrovertible 
facts, which, we believe will make 
“mighty interesting reading” to those 
chiefly concerned.

WITH the cheap magazines the evil is 
just as pronounced. In order to make 
both ends meet they are compelled to 


take on stich a vast load of advertising © 


that anything short of a colored inset is 
almost altogether lost. Its all wrong: 
Business men advertised long before the 
advent of the cheap priced paper and 
magazine, and they can do it again. 
There are other avenues open to them, 
several in fact, and they will not hesi- 
tate much longer about trying them. 
When they do bi!l posters and d stribu- 
ters are going to profit by the change of 
heart, and legitimate newspapers and 
magazines, which are sold at legitimate 
prices, will once more find the favor they 
deserve.

ONIONS vs. FLOUR. 


It is now said that onions will mske a 
better and cheaper paste than flour The 
method of manufacture is extremely 
simple, viz. 

Fill the tank or kettle with ordinary 
onions of any size and turn on cold water 
until they are covered with about two 
inches Then bringthem to the boiling 
point and allow them to simmer for 
twenty-five minutes. While still hot the 
onions and the water in which they have 
been boiled must be turned into an ordi- 
nary tincture or wine press, and subject- 
ed to considerable pressure. 

The resulting fluid, it is said will rival 
the finest mucilage, It possesses the 
advantage over fiéur paste of adhering to 
tin or glass, and is as transparent and 
glossy as demar varnish. 
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LOCAL PATRONAGE. 


The best way to create local patronage 
for the boards, is to solicit your trade 
tirelessly and infatigably. A great aid 
will be found in sampies of the stock 
commercial posters, which are now issued 
by quite a number of the printing houses 

They afford a means of opening uf a 
talk, and in fact are the best kind of a 
bait to excite interest. But there is 
another means which if properly planned 
and extolled, would make a customer of 
every retailer in the town or citv. It is 
simply country routes. Read what 
Lewis L. Coffain, advertising manager of 
Adams & Company, of Buffalo, says 
about country trade. 

“Our country trade is our best trade. 
It makes less troub'e and pays the best 
profit. The out-of-towa customer usually 
comes to a city with a well filled purse 
and long shopping list, clearly defined 
ideas of what she wants and a readiness, 
to buy as soon as satisfied She wants no 
time, seeks no samples, pays cash, deiiv- 
ers her own goods, seldom returns any- 
thing because she has changed her mind 
or asks us to make a change because of 
amere whim. She thinks twice be‘ore 
she buys, and keeps what she gets. This 
being the case, a retail merchant can af- 
ford to pay more to secure $1,000 worth 
of trade from the country, than he would 
spe.d to bring in $1,000 worth of city 
business. Hence. country advertising 
becomes a mat*er of a great moment.” 

There is hardly a town or city in 
America that cannot boast of a halfa 
dozen country routes One good man 
can bill them all every week. I) you 
really waut lccal patsonage, try this as a 
help to your soliciting. 


Do not be discouraged over the meager 
‘results of your early efforts in soliciting: 
To be a successful solicitor requires 
much tact and a peculiar kind of ability, 
which is developed only by practice and 
experience. A solicitor must be able to 
si-e up his maninaminute. To know 
Whether to commence talking to him 
about the weather. politics or advertis- 


ing. Whether to be affable or strictly 
business 


Lhe great majority of people believe 
in advertising. The troub!e is to get 
them interested. So many schemes 
which are absolutely valueless, are sug- 
gested to business men, and they, not 
having a knowledge of advertising, adopt 
these plans, and because they do not 
bring good results are apt to be, fora 
time at least, down on all kinds of ad- 
vertising. When you convince them of 
the merits of the biil boards and give 
them first-class service, you will find 
them constant patrons ever afterwards. 


So, remember that the first duty of an 
employing bill poster is to sell his space, 
to be a solicitor, for that is the best 
means to that end. After you have 
secured a customer, endeavor to retaiu 
and deserve his patronage by making 
your service bring results. This can be 
done by strict attention to business, 
close and constant surveillance of em- 
ployees, and well ordered, judicously 
placed boards.
